The True Spirit 

At the first showing at Ottawa of the moving picture record of the 
great Boy Scout Jamboree, held in England last summer, in which 50,000 
boys from all parts of the world participated, His Excellency, the Governor- 
General, Lord Willinggon, in an introductory speech, spoke to the Boy 
Scouts and Girl Guides present “very particularly and in all seriousness,” 
saying: ss 

“You, young as you are, must know, we all know, that since the years 
of the Great War, all the nations of the world have been striving by confer- 
ences, by pacts and agreements, and by personal negotiations to get rid of 
the terror of future warfare. The ‘League of Nations has during the past 
ten years done a great and noble service to secure this end. But I am 
inclined to feel myself that this younger League of Nations is the most 
hopeful organization to achieve what we are striving for. 

“Under this association you are all growing up filled with the spirit of 
goodwill and good fellowship to all others, to do your good turn each day 
to one another, in whatever country your future work may find you, what- 
ever the race and colour of that other may be. I beg of you all to*let that 
spirit guide you in your future lives, for it is by that spirit which teaches us 
to think well and not ill of our neighbour, that we shall in time attain our 
great goal, peace among the nations of the world.” 


These words of His Excellency are most timely because, if there is any | 


one thing calculated to nullify the efforts of statesmen in all countries, 
destroy the unifying work of many organizations, and bring to naught the 
prayers of millions of people, it is the persistent and poisonous propaganda 
of a few evil-minded persons who see gain for themselves, or temporary 
advantage for some cause they espouse, through the division of peoples and 
nations along racial or religious lines, and the cultivation of feelings of 
suspicion, ill-will, and antagonism among and between them, 

It is probably too much to hope that those individuals who are serving 
their own selfish ends by such unpatriotic conduct at home, and destructive 
of peace and brotherhood abroad, will cease from their evil ways. They are 
fully alive to the harm they are doing, but that counts for nothing with 
them because they are reaping some small and temporary selfish benefit 
themselves. 


New Material For Ships 
‘will Make Vessels Practically Unsink- 
able, Says German Inventor 


While the delegates to the five- 
power naval d'sarmament conference 
|in London, are trying to limit or re- 
duce the navies of the world, a Ger- 
man inventor named Franz Felder, 
|demonstrated a new material for 
| ship-building that is alleged to enable 
warships to carry twice as many guns 
as they could normally, and to make 
them practically unsinkable. 

Herr Felder displayed the buoyancy 
of his patented materials with model 
| ships. One of them, which was a 
| yard long and a foot wide, supported 
a load of 120 pounds, while a wooden 
model of the same dimensions went to 
the bottom of the water with a sim- 
ilar load. 

The inventor hopes to build a mo- 
tor ship to show the possibilities for 
| the use of his materials in the carry- 
ing of commercial cargoes.

The efforts made to 
raise the status of women and children in backward countries, to improve 
labor countries everywhere, to put an end to white slavery and the traffic 
in narcotics, all have as their underlying object. the removal of causes of 
- friction, misunderstandings, and ill-will among people, and the development 
of a spirit of world brotherhood. The Balkans have long been recognized as 
the danger spot of Europe, and the reason is found in racial and religious 
suspicions and prejudices. Once these can be allayed, peace in Europe will 
be largely assured, 

Lord Willingdon sees in the Boy Scouts and Girl Guides one of the most 
hopeful movements for future world peace, while Sir Phillip Gibbs has 
declared that the Junior Red Cross in banding the youth of all nations under 
the common banner of service for humanity, offers the most hopeful sign of 
the dawning of a better day. The Y.M.C.A. is engaged in the same work 
among young men of all races, colours and creeds. 

Evil-minded men may stir up strife for a time here and there; they may 
appear to reap a measure of success; but it is temporary, and when the 
passion of the moment subsides, and people realize how they have been 
fooled for an ulterior purpose, it will be found their actual achievements 
have been nil. Hate may influence people for a time, but love in the long 
run will conquer, It always has; it always will, for love alone is enduring.

Russia Is Purchasing 
Cattle In Uruguay 


Soviets Are Anxious To Repopulate 
; Greatly Diminished Herds 


Soviet Russia is looking to Uruguay 
to repopulate her heavily diminished 
cattle breeding industry. She has con- 
tracted with a Russian agrarian, long 
a& resident at Montevideo, to tour the 
Soviet Republic lecturing on the cat- 
tle industry as practiced in Uruguay. 

At the same time the Soviet has 
purchased 250 Uruguayan Hereford 
bulls for reproduction purposes and 
indicates she may buy as many as 
100,000. For animals from two to 
three years old the Soviet is paying 
an average of $180. 

While Argentina’s vast cattle in- 
dustry is based on the importation of 
British thoroughbred ‘short horns, 
Uruguay’s cattle herds were fathered 
by American Hereforda, which were 
found better suited to resist ticks and 
other Uruguayan cattle diseases, as 
well as thissparticular climate, Soviet 
Russia is therefore using grandsons 
and great-grandsons of animals which 
first saw the light of day on American 
prairies, 


Life Saved By Hymn 


British Soldier Suspected Of Being a 
Spy, Had Narrow Escape 

How a British soldier escaped death 
as a suspected spy at the hands of the 
French by singing a hymn, was re- 
lated to the Chapel-en-le-Frith 
(Derbyshire) Board of Guardians. 

The man Joseph G.~Davidson, who 
had sought relief during a recent in- 
disposition, served with the Expedi- 
tionary Force in France during hte 
war. He was taken prisoner, and 
after spending 2% years at various 
camps in Germany escaped into the 
French lines. Here inquiries were 
made about Davidson, and informa- 
tion was received from the British 
G. H. Q. that the man had been killed 
in action. 

The French promptly ordered him 
to be shot as a spy, but a few hours 
before the firing party were ordered 
out, a wounded British soldier asked 
Davidson if he. could sing. He sang 
“Abide With Me,” and this so im- 
pressed his captors, that they made 
further inquiries, and eventually re- 
leased Davidson.

Sunset On Moon Taken With Motion 
Picture Camera 

Motion pictures showing sunset on 
the moon was one of the features of 
the annual exhibit of the Carnegie 
Institution, of Washington. The film 
was made at the Mt. Wilson Observa- 
tory, in California, with a motion pic- 
ture camera attached to the great 100- 
inch reflecting telescope. Like the 
earth, the moon rotates, thus causing 
the sun to rise, cross the sky and set, 
but as the moon takes twenty-seven 
and one-third days, instead of twenty- 
four hours to rotate, lunar sunrise 
and sunset are more leisurely than 
the earthly variety. Because there is 
no atmosphere on the moon, there is 
no twilight, and the sunset represents 
a sharp change from brilliant sunlight 
{to darkness, instead of the gradual 
| diminution of light on the earth. The 
| film shows the shadows of the lunar 
‘mountains crawling across the sur- 
face. The actual times occupied in the 
taking of the film was five and one- 
| half hours, but it is speeded up in pro- 
| Jection, and runs through in a minute 
|and a half,

Saskatchewan Farmers __ oriss league of 


THE EXPRESS, EMPRESS 


May Decide To Enter 
The Field Of Politics 


Saskatoon, Sask.—Saskatchewan’s 
farmers may decide to enter politics. 
At the annual four-day convention of 
the United Farmers of Canada, Sas- 
katchewan Section, opening tomorrow 
at Saskatoon, political action will be 
probably the most important topic of 
discussion. Besides, the farm body is 
expected to take a stand on the com- 
pulsory pool. 

Agrarians of all three prairie prov- 
inces will be in the political field if 
Saskatchewan's farmers take the 
step. Alberta is ruled by a powerful 
farmer government, directly associat- 
ed with the United Farmers of Al- 
be:ta. A farmer administration is en- 
throned, as well, in Manitoba, though 
the United Farmers of Manitoba, as 
a body, have never been active in 
pol:tics. 

Conventions in seven of sixteen 
farm-body districts in Saskatch- 
ewan have carried resolutions favor- 
ing political action, according to 
official returns. In five districts, 
political action resolutions were lost, 
while other sections tabled motions 
or came to no definite decision. 
Some of the approving districts ad- 
vocated direct action by the United 
Farmers of Canada (Saskatchewan 
Section), as a body, but others be- 
lieved merely locals in a constitu- 
ency should be permitted to organize 
politically. 

Present status of the wheat situa- 
tion will focus attention on the Sas- 
katchewan organization’s move with 
regard to the compulsory pool. At 
annual session last month, United 
Farmers of Manitoba expressed op- 
position to the principle of co-opera- 
tive marketing by legislative compul- 
sion, though they favored a 100-per- 
cent voluntary pool. A month ago, 
President Henry Wise Wood denounc- 


ed the compulsory pool idea at the! 


session of the United Farmers of Al- 
berta. 

A dozen districts in Saskatchewan 
have gone on record as favouring 100 
per cent. control of marketing by 
legislation; official statement, how- 
ever, has not indicated whether all 
these districts favored the 100 per 
cent. pool ‘by legislation’—the com- 
pulsory pool plan. Opposition develop- 
ed in two districts, where resolutions 
backing enforced co-operation were 
lost. One district tabled the resolu- 
tion. 

Saskatchewan's attitude on the 
compulsory pool is doubly important 
in view of the preponderant wheat- 
farming populace in the province. 
Saskatchewan is estimated to have 
produced well over half of the entire 
wheat yield of the West last fall. 
Moreover, the province boasts nearly 
60 per cent of the total membership 
of the powerful prairie wheat pools. 


Increase In Gold Reserve 


Ottawa.—Canada’s gold reserve is 
gradually creeping up. The circulation 
and specie report, released from the 
Department of Finance recently, as 
of January 31, shows that the gold 
held by the Minister of Finance 
against note circulation and govern- 
ment saving bank deposits is $65,223,- 
753.32. 


To Represent Alberta

| High Speed Road Bill Is Again Before 
' Alberta House 


Edmonton, Alberta.—Supported by 
‘an influential petition containing the 
jnames of over 5,000 residents of 
southern and central Alberta, the bill 
for a «charter incorporating Alberta 
'Trackways, Limited, comes before the 
Alberta legislature this session for the 
third time, sponsored this year by 
Donald Cameron, U.F.A., Innisfail. 

The bill provides for the incorpora- 
tion of a company which undertakes 
to lay concrete highways of not less 
than 18 feet in width, from Edmon- 
ton to Calgary, from Calgary to 
| Banff, and from Calgary to Macleod, 
Lethbridge and Coutts. 

Construction of the trackways is to 
be commenced within two years, and 
completed within five years of the se- 
curing of the charter. 

The idea back of the plan is for 
a system of safe, speedy, all-weather 
| highways, constructed of concrete be- 
Itween the points indicated, which 
would enable auto drivers wishing to 
make the best possible time between 
these points, to travel on the track- 
ways instead of on the slower and 
more tortuous provincial highways. 

A small toll would be charged each 
car for the privilege of driving over 
such trackway and, according to the 
promoters, such toll would more than 
be offset the saving in gasoline, wear 
and tear on car and tires, saving of 
time, etc. 

The promoters are D. F. Whitney 
and W. D. Milner, of Calgary, and 
J. W. McDonald, of Macleod, and am- 
ple financial backing is available in 
case the legislature this year sees fit 
to grant the application, the promot- 
ers state.

Body Of Eielson Found In Wreckage 
Of ’Plane 

Fairbanks, Alaska.—The body of 

Pilot Carl Ben Eielson was found in 

the wreckage of his ’plane, 90 miles 

southeast of .North Cape, Siberia, 

Pilot Joe Crosson has radioed from 


the fur-trading ship “Nanuk,” at 
North Cape. 
Eielson and his mechanic, Earl 


Borland, were lost November 9 last, 
while flying from Teller, Alaska, to 
the ‘“Nanuk.” Borland’s body was 
found first. 

Crosson messaged that Eielson had 
been killed instantly as had Borland. 
|He said the bodies of the two fliers 
would be taken to Fairbanks as soon 
as possible. 

The fliers’ ’plane crashed in the fog 
while Eielson and Borland were on 
a flight to the ‘“Nanuk,” a fur trading 
ship icebound here. The wreckage 
was found on January 25 by pilots 
Joe Crosson and Harold Gillam, who 
had conducted numerous scouting 
| trips from the “Nanuk.” 

The ‘plane was torn asunder by its 
impact with the earth, the various 
parts of the craft being scattered 
over a wide area. The motor, near 
which Borland’s body was found, 
was hurled 100 feet beyond the fuse- 
lage, while one wing was broken off 
200 feet from where the main por- 
tion of the ’plane came to rest.

the limits of the townsite will not be 
sold but will be leased by the Mani- 
toba Government, under whose ad- 
ministration the towns'te comes. 
Since Churchill was chosen in 1917, 
as the seaboard terminal of the Hud- 
son Bay Railway, it has been a great 


camp, with hundreds of workers en- | 


gaged in harbour and railway con- 
struction in the summer and a small 
staff in charge of the plant in winter. 


But, as the chief depot of the new | 


trans-Atlantic route by way of Hudson 
Bay, it is expected to be’ at once a 
centre of important interests, such as 
transportation, mining, grain hand- 
ling and fishery. The harbour im- 
provements that have been planned 
cannot be finshed earlier than 1932, 
and the presence of the army of 


workmen engaged in this development | 


will give the new town a favourable 
start. Rail connection is now complet- 
ed over the whole stretch of 511 miles 
from The Pas to Churchill. Regular 
trains run over a part of the line, but 
winter connection is not maintained 


at present to the Bay. The entire line | 


will, it is expected, be in regular op- 
eration in the spring of 1931. 
Though the future of Churchill is 


regarded very favourably by many, | 


the inflation wh'ch has attended such 
sentiment in the case of other pros- 
pective railway centres has been 
wholly prevented. by the refusal of 
the Manitoba Government so far to 
give rights in lands of the townsite. 
The provincial government of Mani- 
toba, ava ling itself of facilities af- 
forded by Dominion authority, has 
prepared plans for the development 
of several towns of the north, includ- 
ing Churchill. It is expected that 
Churchill will be open to newcomers 
early next summer. The effects of 
planning and of the new system of 
landholding will then be seen. 


The Hudson Bay Railway has been |

No Bargains In Seeds 


|Farmer Should Buy Best Obtainable 
Says New York Expert 

There are no bargains in seeds, 
|states M. T. Munn, state seed analyst 
| for New York, who declares that 
many other things beside price should 
jenter into the selection of purchases 
'of this kind. Quality as indicated by 
purity, germination and trueness to 
names is the important thing. “It is 
a very safe practice to give no atten- 
tion whatever to advert’sements of 
seeds where the price is the only 
description given of the stock being 
offered for sale,” states Mr. Munn. 
|“Price is too often the bait upon the 
hook for those who bite upon bar- 
gain seeds. Experfence has repeatedly 
demonstrated that it is far cheaper 
in the end to buy the best seeds ob- 
tainable than to take as a gift cheap, 
low-quality weed-infested seed.” 

The same sort of advice is uttered 
by Canadian seed authorities. “A man 
{should be just as careful in securing 
his seed supply as he would be in buy- 
|ing a horse,” states W. J. W. Lennox, 
of the Dominion Seed Branch, “In 
fact, even more care is necessary, be- 
cause the seed procured this year 
| will soon spread over the whole farm, 
| whereas a poor horse can be sold and 
| the loss is written off without any 
|further damage.” 
| With results of seed surveys con- 
|ducted in every part of the Dominion 
| which indicate clearly that the aver- 


|age farm seed used is very badly in- | 


|fested with weeds, there is only one 
| safe course to pursue. 
|Munn and Mr. Lennox urge the buy- 
ing of tested seed, seed that has been 
| analyzed in one of the five Govern- 
ment laboratories scattered through- 
lout Canada and has been approved 
by them for selling purposes. Seed of 
this kind always falls in the Govern- 
ment graded class. “When you are 
offered a No. 1 horse at a low price,” 
states Mr. Lennox, “you immediately 
start looking for defects, and if you 
do not know very much about a horse 
you will have him taken to a veter- 
jinary for examination.” Mr. Lennox 
;urges the same rule in connection 
| with the seed supply, advocating that 
| purchase of Government tested seed, 
|or if the home-produced variety is be- 
ling used having it analyzed in the 
|nearest Government laboratory before 
| sowing.

Dr. Charles Camsell, 
F.R.G.S., Deputy Minister, Depart- 
ment of Mines, Ottawa, addressing 
the Professional Civil Servants of 
Canada and their friends in Ottawa 
recently, said in part:

forty or fifty years, we see Canada, 
the home of a strong and prosperous 
people with twice or thrice the popu- 
lation it possesses today.

|are great centres of world commerce, 
known to every school child in Europe 
as well as in America. Ottawa re- 
mains the political heart of Canada,

Has His Good Points 


Crow Does His Share In Reducing 
Injuricus Insects 


If the crow were a pattern of vir- 
tue instead of being the smartest 
rascal in feathers he would probably 
be so perishable that societies would 
have to be started for his preserva- 
tion. Good character does not insure 
| survival in wild life. Here is one of 
the few native American birds, per- 
haps the only one, that can never be 
downed, yet which is in such bad 
repute that the Biological Survey 
feels called upon to explain that it 
is not trying to protect the crow 
when it menions some of the good 
points of the black outlaw. 

The biological experts almost 
apologize for suggesting that the 
crow should not be quite extermin- 
ated. The loss of the species would 
joggle the balance of nature. They 
approve the farmer’s guerrilla war- 
‘fare on the bird, while deprecating 
| drives for wholesale destruction. The 
lerow does his share in reducing in- 
| jurious insects, but his greater liking 
for forbidden crops permits no let-up 
in the home-made scarecrow industry. 

The crow is a born bandit, but no 
hypocrite—‘Open and above board in 
all his ways and doings,” said John 
Burroughs. The Biological Survey does 
no harm in devoting a few generous 
words to a self-reliant sinner who 
needs no closed seasons; whose de- 
flant caw-caw-caw will be heard as 
ever in field and wood long after the 
scream of the last American eagle 
,has died away.

Canada Last Year 


Foreign automob:les to the number | 


of 4,508,808 reported into Canada last 
year for touring purposes, it was an- 
nounced in a statement released by. 
Hon. W. D. Euler, Minister of Nation- 


al Revenue. This was an increase of | 


863,353 cars over 1928. Every prov- 
ince enjoyed a substantial growth in 
tourist traffic. 

A feature of the report is the in- 
crease of over 150,000 in the number 
of cars which remained in Canada for 
some considerable time. Last year 
1,099,961 foreign cars entered Can- 
ada under 60-day permits, and 1,204 
others came in for longer periods 
than that. The remainder of the 4,- 
508,080 came in for a period not ex- 
cecding 24-hours. In 1928 the num- 
ber of cars which came in under the 
60-day permit totalled 945,545.

are impressive as to the numebr of 
people from the United States who 
visited this country last year. The 
totals will set statisticians figuring 
the amount of money this multitude 
left in the country and emphasizes 
the great importance to Canada is its 
tourist traffic.

|Rtoundups Are Saving Grazing Land 
For Domesticated Stock 


The bunch grass plateaus of Bri- 
tish Columbia are gradually being rid 
of their wild horses. Every year 
roundups are held at which several 
thousand of the animals are captur- 
ed, the best of them being sold as 
mounts or farm horses and the others 
| destroyed. 

This winter, with a special induce- 
ment offered the horse wranglers, 
the catch is likely to be larger than 


ed to pay 50 cents per hundredweight 
for wild horses at shipping point for 
any number up to 1,000 head. 

At the price offered, a 900-pound 
cayuse would fetch $4.50, which 
would be found money to the owner, 
while the clearance of the horses 
would leave so much more feed on the 
range for the profitable stock. 

Mr. Durno has not stated how he 
intends to dispose of the horses, but 
it is believed that the hams may be 
exported to European countries, 
such as Belgium and France, where 
horseflesh is eaten and that the re- 
mainder of the carcass may be turn- 
ed into fertilizer. 

Most of the wild horses are un- 
dersized, crippled or otherwise use- 
less for riding or harness purposes. 
They represent the offspring of horses 
turned loose years ago by operators 
of pack trains and teams on the Cari- 


ing the gold rush days. For many 
years they have been a menace to the 
range country as a result of their in- 
roads on grazing land and their influ- 
ence on domesticated stock.

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Moscow authorities have decreed 
that all restaurants in the city should 
have nine meatless days each month, 
it being hoped thus to save both meat 
and fuel. 

The giant British dirigible, R-100, 
is undergoing tests with the possi- 
bility that she may make a flight 
to Canada towards the end of April 
or the beginning of May. 

Aeroplane service carrying passen- 
gers between St. Paul, Minn., and 
Winnipeg was inaugurated February 
17. The passenger service will be op- 
erated over the week-ends only. 

Canadian silver fox pelts are find- 
ing a ready market in Great Britain, 
it is stated by Lt.-Col. D. A. MacKin- 
non, D.S.O., of Charlottetown, P.E.I., 
one of Canada's principal silver fox 
breeders. 

Orphaned by an air crash in Texas, 
recently, in which his father and 
mother were both killed, 16-month- 
old Robert Gray, Jr., must return 
10,000 miles to New Zealand because 
of United States immigration laws. 


Only 2,400 Belgians were taxed on 
incomes of more than $7,000, accord- 
ing to figures just published. There 
are 9,300 people with incomes rang- 
ing from $3,000 to $7,000, while 3,- 
348,700 had incomes of less than $750 
a year. 

Madame Louise Kirby Lunn, form- 
er British contralto, is dead, after a 
long illness. She sang at the Covent 
Garden opera house in London, Eng- 
land, at’ the Metropolitan opera house 
in New York, and in Budapest, Hun- 
gary, and Germany.

Will Try New Process 


Canada To Experiment With Freezing 
Fish In Transit 

Experiments in the freezing of fish 
in transit by the silica jell process 
will be conducted by the Department 
of Fisheries early this summer, it was 
learned at Ottawa. It has been found 
in the United States that this method 
of refrigeration is eminently satisfac- 
tory in the 
chilled fish, but the Canadian Depart- 
ment desire to go a step further and 
ascertain if it is equally as effective 
for fish that has not been pre-chilled. 

Should the experiments prove suc- 
cessful it would mean a saving of 
about 121% per cent. in refrigeration 
space, with a consequent increase by 
that proportion in the packing of fish 
cargoes by rail. 


Means Plenty Of Work 


Recording Australia’s Rainfall Is 
Considered Quite a Task 

Australia has an area of 3,000,000 
square miles, and the task of record- 
ing the rainfall is one of considerablg, 
magnitude. Throughout the continent 
there are no less than 6,000 rain 
gauges, 900 of which are operated by 
private citizens, who are all unpaid 
weather observers. In some parts of 
Australia the observers have a busy 
time in the rainy season. In eastern 
Queensland early this year as much 
as 10 inches of rain were recorded in 
24 hours,

Grain Estimates Sound 


| Says Every Bushel Of Wheat Now In 
Storage Will Be Néeded Before 
New Crop Harvested 

E. J. Garland, M.P., for Bow River, 
|.Alberta, declared in an address given 
lat Stratford, Ont., that the Argentine 
wheat crop is not the only factor con- 
tributing to the present condition of 
the wheat market. Speculation in 
| grain is one of the biggest factors, he 
| declared, and he envisioned the day 
when the League of Nations will be 
called upon to deal with short selling 
in food commodities. 

Canada has positively no need to 
be alarmed at present, he said, be- 
cause there was nothing to be alarm- 
}ed about. The wheat pool in the west 
|knéw what it was doing and every 
| pound of Canadian wheat now in stor- 
|age would be needed before this 
year’s crop is harvested, he declared. 

“If the wheat stored now were sold 
|at the present prices it would bring 
| two hundred million dollars less than 
|last year,” he stated. “That would 
mean, in effect, two hundred million 
dollars less purchasing power. For 


| every cent wheat rises in price it will 


;mean two and a half million dollars 
|added to the purchasing power of 
Canada next year. 

“The transportation companies,” he 
added, “have nothing to worry about 
because they will get the grain when 
it begins to move.”

“LEMON-NAISE” RECIPE 
(Makes about 1 quart) 


2 egg yolks. 
1 teaspoon salt. 

144 cup lemon juice. 

1 quart salad oil. ‘ 

Break the egg into a bowl. Add salt 
and stir well. Add half of the lemon 
juice and mix well. Add oil, slowly at 
first until 14 cup is added; then the oil 
may be beaten in rapidly.

Money and Valuables Can Be Protect- 
ed By a New Scientific Device 


A fifty-dollar bill guarded by an in- 
visible ray, was offered:to any ,per- 
son who can pick up the money with- 
out making the ray sound the alarm. 

The ray was set up at a meeting 
of the New York Illuminating Engin- 
eering Society in the Westinghouse 
Lighting Institute by James L. Mc- 
Coy, research engineer of the West- 
inghouse Lamp Company. It was an- 
nounced that the money would remain 
indefinitely behind the ray awaiting 
all comers, or until someone solves 

| the scientific riddle.

Anyone attempting to pick up 
the bill interrupts the ray, thereby 
casting the unseen “shadow” upon 
the mechanical eye.

Adds To Reputation 


Astounding Discovery Has Been Made 
By Canadian Astronomer 

Dr. J. S. Plaskert, director of the 
astrophysical observatory, near Vic- 
toria, one of the world’s most emi- 
nent astronomers, has added to the 
reputation of Canadian science and 
to his own fame by an astounding dis- 
|covery concerning the movement of 
the world, the sun and all the heaven- 
ly bodies visible to mankind. For this 
achievement the Royal Astronomical 
Society has awarded to him its covet- 
|ed gold medal, which never before has 
come to Canada, 

Dr. Plaskert’s newest discovery has 
been translated into unscientific lan- 
guage to mean that every star with- 
in the vision of the most powerful 
telescope and every ather body for 
billions of miles beyond them, is ro- 
tating about a centre inconceivably 
distant from this earth. 

The motions of the speck of matter 
}known as our world thus are dis- 
covered to be far more complicated 
than has usually been supposed, al- 
though the theory now proven by 
|Dr. Plaskert has been suggested as 
| possible before. First, it is explain- 
;ed, the world rotates on its own axis 
|in a motion which gives us night and 
day. This motion is at the rate of 
28,000 miles in twenty-four hours. The 
|world goes around the sun once a 
| year, providing the change in seasons, 
|this tour being conducted at the rate 
11814 miles a second. Thirdly, the 
earth moves with the sun in another 
|circle, this being independent appar- 
| ently of the great universal move- 
|ment which Dr. Plaskert has been in- 
| vestigating. Fourthly, as he explains 
the earth, the sun the moon and 
every tiny point of light visible to 
astronomers is travelling in a circle of 
almost unimaginable diameter. Its 


{centre appears to be in the direction | 


of the constellation Sagittarius, and 
is so far distant that light from there 
would take 47,000 years to reach the 
earth. 

Travelling at inconceivable speed 
through space, all the heavenly bod- 
{les within men’s ken are going over 
distances which it is difficult for the 
human mind to comprehend. Dr. 
|Plaskert estimates that it requires 
800,000 years for the visible universe 
to complete its great journey around 
|its distant centre. The movement is 
}at the rate of about 300 kilometers a 
|second, or ‘some 200 miles. This is 
more than 2,000 times as fast as air- 
planes travelled in the Schneider Cup 
races recently when they broke all 
records for human travel.

Russia Erecting New 
Mausoleum For Lenin 


Elaborate Ceremonies Will Mark 
Dedication In October 

Behind a great wooden fence, in 
front of Moscow’s famous Kremlin, 
entirely screened from public view, 
hundreds of Soviet workmen are bat- 
tering down the grim wooden tomb in 
which Vladimir Illich Lenin, ‘Father 
of Bolshevism,” has slept during the 
last six years. 

On this site is soon to rise a finer 
and more enduring mausoleum of 
granite and malachite to house the 
frail figure of the great revolutionary 
leader, While these operations are in 
progress, the embalmed remains of 
Lenin have been transferred to a spe- 
cial mortuary chamber in the Krem- 
lin, where the coffin is guarded day 
and night by armed red soldiers. 

On the ceiling, under which Lenin 
will repose in a large, hermetically 
sealed glass case, will be an armorial 
ensign of the Soviet Union. Lenin will 
be garbed in a simple khaki suit of 
semi-military cut, as at present, and 
the full length of his body, bearing 
the order of the “Red Banner’ will be 
exposed to view. 

Construction of the new mausoleum 
is progressing rapidly. It will be com- 
pleted by October, 1930, when the 
thirteenth anniversary of the October, 
1917, revolution will be celebrated. 
The most elaborate ceremonies will 


mark the dedication.
